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Old Story— 
A Dictator Flees 


The machines clicked out the 
story — the dictator Rojas had 
fled Colombia in a military plane. 

About four 

years ago I filed 

a column from 

Bogota, Colom- 

bia, titled “A 

Ford Worker 

for President.’’ 

It was a sort 

of profile on 

President Gus- 

tavo Rojas Pi- 

| nilla, the Colom- 

bian general who had just become 

military president of his country. 

It developed out of two inter- 

views with him. Gen. Rojas had 

come up in a sort of Horatio 

Alger manner. In 1926, he had 

come to America, lured by its 

schools and the $5 per day wage 

with which Henry Ford _ had 

shaken the industrial world. He 

worked and went to school in De- 

troit. Later he moved on to New 

York and had a job in a shoe 

manufacturing plant and attend- 
ed a YMCA school. 

He returned to Colombia and, 
by marrying well and working 
hard in the army, had risen to be 
a general. When the country was 
ravaged and divided in bloody 
civil war by the dictator Gomez, 
the army picked its best-known 
and most-trusted general to head 
up a military government to re- 
place the ousted tyrant Gomez. 


People’s Trust 

The people did love and trust 
him—especially the poor. 

He could talk to them of how 
he had stood behind a work bench 
for eight hours per day. He had 
then a sort of humility and sense 
of good will which the people 
could feel. 

In the interviews he promised 


restoration of press freedom and 
of individual liberty. He prom- 
ised a lifting of censorship and 


kept that promise. The revolu- | 


tionists, who had fled from Gomez 
and fought back as guerrillas, 
came in from the hills and gave 
up their weapons. 

Gen.. Rojas spoke humbly and 
sincerely. He wanted Colombia, 
booming with hope and business, 
to fulfill the promises of her his- 
tory . .. to attain her destiny. 

For a time he seemed to move 
in that direction. 

But the promised return to rep- 
resentative government was de- 
layed. The country, he said, was 
not quite ready. 

The newspapers did begin to be 
free. But this, too, did not last. 

Then we saw Lord Acton’s fa- 
mous axiom demonstrated. 

“All power corrupts . . . abso- 
lute power corrupts absolutely.’’ 

It was so with him, as it was 
with Stalin, Hitler, Mussolini, 
Peron, and as it is with Franco, 
Batista and others of their cali- 
ber. It was so with Huey Long, 
with Joe McCarthy, and with oth- 
ers who were political tyrants. 
“Power corrupts .. . absolute 
power corrupts absolutely.’ 

Soon men and their families 
were being murdered and their 
land taken by the government. It 
ended up in Rojas’ hands—or in 
those of his pets. There was 
graft of great proportions. Rojas 
became rich. His family devel- 
oped insatiable appetites for so- 
cial power and display. 


Power Mad 


He demonstrated anew that few 
men who assume power ever are 
willing to give it up. 

He became so rapacious that 
the Roman Catholic Church, which 
is the church of 90 per cent of 
the Colombians, denounced him. 

Three days ago, when Rojas’ 
troops ruthlessly had killed stu- 
dents in the street because they 
had dared demonstrate against 
his tyranny, the official organ of 
the church published a front-page 
editorial denouncing him as a 
murderer. 

The end was nearing. 

Friday it came. 

We may be sure that Rojas has 
sent money out of the country. 
He will live well.

WASHINGTON, May 10 @ — 
President Eisenhower has  pro- 
claimed May 13 as Jamestown 
Day to commemorate the estab- 
lishment of the first Engtish set- 
tlement on the James River in 
Virginia 350 years ago. 
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Does Mr. Bennett 
Really Mean This? 


One of the most astounding statements 
we've ever heard a public official make 
was that Thursday by Asst. Atty. Gen. 
J. J. Bennett that there is nothing wrong 
or suspicious about a public official accept- 
ing gifts from private individuals and 
that to forbid him to do so would be to de- 
stroy his constitutional rights. 


Even if technically right, it is still an 
astounding statement. 

The assistant attorney general was 
testifying in hearings on the “illegal 
liquor campaign fund” presently admin - 
istered by the state revenue commission- 
er’s office without audit or supervision 
by any state official other than the com- 
missioner himself. 

It so happens that while the opinion 
of Mr. Bennett may be within the law 
and the Constitution, it is very doubtful 
whether it comes within the bounds of 
public morality as the American people 
view them. 

The country still remembers the mink 
eoats and the deep freezes which some 
of the Truman administration figures ac- 
cepted. They, too, were within their 
“rights.” But they fell afoul of the peo- 
ple’s idea of publie morality. They were 
driven from office. 

The people have seen the same thing 
ln operation in the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration. The “clean as a hound’s tooth” 
crusade has been embarrassed on quite a 
few occasions. 

There now is a federal statute which 
forbids any public official from accept- 
ing gifts from any person or firm with 
whom he does business. A number of 
persons have gone to jail for violating it. 

There is a federal law against any 
member of the armed forces or federal 
official taking gifts from any contractor 
or supplier or other individuals with 
whom the government does business. 


Everywhere, apparently, except in 
Georgia, there is a ban, either by law or 
moral code, against public officials taking 
money or gifts from those with whom 
they do business. In Georgia, to stop this 
sort of thing deprives a man of his “con- 
stitutional rights”—and in Georgia we're 
very careful about that. 

Mr. Williams has regulatory author- 
ity over the whisky dealers. 

We believe, and we believe the people 
of Georgia agree, that it is improper, 
even though legal, for a public official to 
collect money from those with whom the 
state has dealings—even on a “voluntary” 
basis. It is wrong for that official to han- 
dle more than $100,000 in funds doing 
state business without state auditing and 
supervision. 

Mr. Bennett’s opinion may be consti- 
tutionally correct. 

But what about the state's 
science?

Ethics has been defined as the science 
of moral duty or the science of ideal 
human character. 

A code of ethics is the rule book by 
which a profession, a trade or an individ- 
ual tries to live. 

_ ‘The Milwaukee Police Department has 
adopted a code of ethics. 

We offer the Milwaukee code with 
this one editorial comment. Any law en- 
forcement will benefit from the 
reading and the following thereof. 

The code reads: 

“As a law enforcement officer my funda- 
duty is to serve mankind; to safe- 
| liggg and property; to yyptect the in- 


nocent against deception, the weak against 
oppression or intimidation, and the peaceful 
against oppression or intimidation, and the 
peaceful against violence or disorder; and to 
respect the constitutional rights of all men to 
liberty, equality and justice. 

“I will keep my private life unsullied as 
an example to all; maintain courageous calm 
in the face of danger, scorn, or ridicule, de- 
velop self-restraint and be constantly mindful 
of the welfare of others. Honest in thought 
and deed in both my personal and official life, 
I will be exemplary in obeying the laws of the 
land and the regulations of my department. 
Whatever I see or hear of a confidential na- 
ture or that is confided to me in my official 
capacity will be kept ever secret unless reve- 
lation is necessary in the performance of my 
duty. 

“IT will never act officiously or permit per- 
sonal feelings, prejudices, animosities or 
friendships to influence my decisions. With no 
compromise for crime and with relentless 
prosecution of criminals, I will enforce the 
law courteously and appropriately without fear 
or favor, malice or ill will, never employing 
force or violence and never accepting gra- 
tuities. 

“I recognize the badge of my office as a 
symbol of public faith, and I accept it as a 
public trust to be held so long as I am true 
to the ethics of the police service. I will con- 
stantly strive to achieve these objectives and 
ideals, dedicating myself before God to my 
chosen profession . . . law enforcement.”’

imperfections know 


that in truth they are as good as many who are members of the 
church. Sincerely feeling their own sense of unworthiness and at the 
same time seeing certain others taking active leadership in the church, 
many build up a feeling of resentment toward the church. 


Such resentment is understand- 
able but it comes as a result of 
a mistaken idea. 

If one says, “I am not good 
enough” and sincerely means it, 
it is a noble statement. To add, 
‘‘to join the church” is a serious 
mistake. The greatest saints of all 
times have been the first to rec- 
ognize their imperfections. Near 
the close of his life, St. Paul said, 
“Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners; of whom I am 
chief’’ (I Timothy 1:15). “Have 
mercy upon me” is a frequent 
prayer of the Psalmist. 

One is reminded of two men 
that Jesus told about who went 
to church. One man stood before 
the altar and bragged about his 
goodness, thanking the Lord that 
he was better than other men. The 
other man merely prayed, ‘God 
be merciful to me, a _ sinner.’ 
Jesus said it was the second man 
who found help and salvation in 
the church (Luke 18:10-14). 

Each of us should feel, “I am 
not good enough.’’ But instead of 
keeping us out, it should cause 
us to unite eagerly with the church. 
The purpose of the church is to 
help those to become better who 
are not good enough. One goes to 
school, not because he knows it 
all, but because he wants to learn. 
One goes to a hospital, not be- 
cause he is free of any sickness, 
but because he is sick and wants 
to be well. . 

When one unites with a church, 
attends the services, participates 
in the activities, helps to build 
the church stronger, makes friends 
with other people in the church 
—if one does these things it will

make him day by day and year 
by year a better person. To say, 
‘“T am not good enough” should 
be a confession rather than a smug 
boast. Confession should lead to 
repentance and repentance should 
lead to change. 

The church is the custodian of 
the glorious Gospel. It is nonsense 
for any person to express admira- 
tion for Christ and yet be indif- 
ferent toward the church. The 
church is dedicated to the one 
purpose of lifting up Christ for 
the world to see. The church is 
holy because He is holy. 

‘Because I am not good enough, 
I join the church.’”’ That is the 
right way to feel about it.

Alger Hiss Attempts 
To Clear His Name 


WASHINGTON—Alger Hiss, a free man who 
has served his sentence, is back in the news. At 
least he hopes he will be in the news because he 
has re-stated his defense in a book, 


‘‘In the Court of Public Opinion,’’ 


published by Alfred A. Knopf, which is an appeal to public opinion 


to reverse the verdict of the courts. 


Hiss felt that public opinion con- 
tributed to his conviction by the 
courts and he now feels public 
opinion can be appealed to, to 
alter the verdict. 


This is a land of free speech and 
Hiss is entitled to expound his case 
as often as he wishes. 


I have read with interest Hiss’ 
summation of his side of the argu- 
ment, but I don’t see how any 
reader of the book can accept the 
author’s plea of innocence out of 
hand without at the same time re- 
viewing all of the evidence which 
the government presented at the 
second trial and on Hiss’ appeals. 
There have been miscarriages of 
justice in the past, but I doubt if 
many of them have been corrected 
by public opinion; they have more 
often been corrected by the courts 
themselves. Hiss exhausted the 
judicial process. 

But Hiss is now, by choice, in 
the court of public opinion and he 
has nothing to lose. 

There is one aspect of Hiss’ 
story which seems to me worth 
noting especially. You will no 
doubt recall how, at the time the

United States and talk with Pres- 
ident Hisenhower but would “‘not 
be accepted as a tourist” and 
has had no official invitation. 

He has no theoretical objection 
to Poland or other Socialist coun- 
tries accepting aid from capitalist 
countries but they should be care- 
ful ‘‘not to drown in honey.”’ 


He considered Stalin a great 
contribution to communism but 
he made mistakes which will con- 
tinue to be pointed out “in order 
that others might not make the 
game errors.’’ 


The intervention of the United 
States in the Mideast is to be con- 
demned but the Soviet Union’s 
intervention in Hungary is ‘‘dif- 
ferent’’ as the Hungarians have 
an independent state and an in- 
dependent government. 

STILL WANT TALKS 


“We have frequently stated in 
the past,” he said, “that we are 
preparéd to confer now and 
that a meeting of the leaders of 
governments would be a useful 
thing. We continue to maintain 
that position. But the questions 
for discussion at such a confer- 
ence should be prepared before- 
hand, otherwise there would be 
disappointments for the partici- 
pants in the conference and for 
the people they represent. 


“Now as to the problems, I 
might say we believe that the 
main problem that requires dis- 
cussion is the question of bring- 
ing to an end the tensions in 
international relations, in par- 
ticular’ those between the great 
powers. Second, there is the 
question of European security. I 
say Europe because it is the 
area in which relations are most 
tense, 


“There is a knot which cre- 
ates tension. The question of 
establishing European security 
should lead to the liquidation of 
military blocs and perhaps the 
creation of some kind of body 
where members could exchange

It would be better not 
to talk about it.’’ 


Khrushchev proposed that the 
German question be left out of his 
proposed two or four- -power con- 
ference. Germany’s lot should be 
settled by the Germans, them- 
selves, he-Said. “It is a matter 
between (West German Chancel- 
lor) Adenauer and (East Ger- 
many’s President) Grotewohl,”’ 
he said. 

“If we leave these things apart 
there is no problem on which we 
cannot agree,”’ he insisted. ‘‘If it 
were another meeting like Gene- 
va I am not sure it would be use- 
ful. But if we could have a fruit- 
ful meeting it would be very 
useful. As far as problems like 
disarmament, problems of atomic 
and hydrogen bombs, problems of 
bomb tests, we are always ready 
to exchange views in order to 
reach reasonable agreement.’’ 


DIPLOMATIC CHANNELS 


Khrushchev insisted that diplo- 
matic channels were not suffici- 
ent for the purposes he had in 
mind. ‘‘We'’ve always had diplo- 
matic channels,’’ he said. ‘But 
if it were a meeting between 
(Soviet Foreign Minister) Gro- 
myko and Dwiles it might take 
100 years,’”’ he said. ‘‘Our grand-

Khrushchev said he knew of no 
plans for such a conference either 
of four or two powers as he sug- 
gested. He was insistent upon his 
belief that the United States 
wants war. ‘“‘I consider that to be 
an undisputable fact,’’ he said.

war would not continue to develop 


its armed forces and to stockpile 
weapons and would seek agree- 
ment with the other side. There 
is no doubt that the American 
people do not want war. But in 
your highly centralized capitalist 
state the government is made up 
of representatives of banks and 
large concerns who act without

TENSION LIKE CABBAGE 


“The case of international ten- 
sion is like a cabbage,” he be- 
gan. “If you tear off the leaves 
one by one you come to the 
heart. And the heart of this 
matter is relations between the 
U.S.S.R. and the United States.” 

“That is because,”’ he con- 
tinued, ‘“‘they are the two most 
powerful nations industrially and 
from the military point of view 
so far as atomic and hydrogen 
bombs are concerned as well as 
conventional arms. These are the 
two powers which engage in the 
most active polemics. We believe 
that if it were possible to come to 
an agreement with the United 
States we could possibly come to 
an agreement with Britain and 
other powers. Our agreement 
should not be to the detriment of 
our relations with other powers.’’ 


At this point Khrushev started 
to smack away at NATO. Norway 
entered NATO, he maintained, 
“‘as a result of a misunderstand- 
ing. A majority of Norwegians 
would like to leave that organiza- 
tion now.’’ 


He said the same was true of 
Denmark and the Netherlands. 


‘The only other power that 
might threaten us is Luxem- 
bourg,’”’ he said with a wry smile. 
He added a word for Canada. 
*‘Canada is another great power,’’ 
he said. ‘‘We look on Canada as 
a peace-loving country which 
finds itself in NATO as a result 
of peculiar circumstances. There- 
fore, it is the Soviet’ Union and 
the United States who must settle 
these problems. 

“Your country is a highly de- 
veloped capitalist country. Ours 
is a highly developed socialist 
country. Ideological problems will 
always exist between us. But that 
should not prevent us from having 
good neighborly relations. That is 
one course. 


‘“The other course is to continue 
stockpiling weapons — atomic 
weapons and rockets, including 
intercontinental missles. As a re- 
sult of this there is always a 
chance that by some mistake or 
accident war would start. That 
would be a great misfortune for 
our two countries and for the 
whole world. Therefore, we have 
a great desire for talks with the 
United States. 


PERHAPS 200 YEARS 

“But if we are confronted with 
eonditiong such as (Secretary of 
State) Dulles likes to put forward, 
such as liberation of eastern 
European countries from ‘slav- 
ery,’ it might take 200 years he- 
fore we ever come together. For 
on these matters we are inflex- 
ible.
